I contend that even 
the present supply is superior in quality to 
that furnished the citizens of Philadelphia, 
Camden, N. J. or Burlington, N. J., and it 
it is not as good as desirable, are not the 
borough authorities, and also Mr. Maule, 
who was recently a member of council, at 
least partly responsible, as I am not aware 
that they ever made an effort to prevent the 
pollution of the waters of the Delaware 
river, but on the contrary, granted per- 
mission to do so. 
In regard to filtration, 


I would any that while it is better than 
nothing, it cannot make impure water 
wholesome. 
In my opinion, the only safe 


remedy, if the pollution of the river cannot 
be stopped by legal or other means, is ob- 
taining a supply by a system of artesian 
wells.

At the Franklin Institute Philadelphia, 


on last Friday evening, au interesting and 
important paper was read by Dr. Thomas 
M. Drown, President of Lehigh University, 
entitled "What Constitutes a Good and Safe 
Drinking Water." 
After describing briefly 


tho methods of collecting, storing anddi-- 
tributing surface ground water, Dr. Drown 
turned to the sanitary aspect of the water 
question and said : 


"We do know some things about water 


and its relation to disease, which have been 
proved and which are no longer a matter of 
speculation or theory. One fact beyond 
question is that it is unhealthy to drink 
water which has received human excrement. 
Many may be the diseases caused by drink- 
ing such water, but we know certainly of 
two—cholera and typhoid fever. Cholera, 
fortunately, comes to us rarely, but typhoid 
fever is epidemic in our cities using sewage- 
polluted water, and its existence under these 
conditions is a d'sgmce to our civilization. 
The cities having the highest typhoid death- 
rate in this country are those whose public 
water supplies consist of river or lake water 
directly contaminated with sewage. 


"From the United States Census of 1890 


we find that Allegheny heads the list with 
nearly 18 deaths per 10,000 living, Pitta- 
burg has nearly 13, PhiladelphiaandChicago 
between 7 and 8. If we compare with thede 
figures those of cities where the water shed 
of the supply is well protected from pollu- 
tion we find a marked difference. 
Boston, 


for instance, has a lyphoiu death rate (by 
the same census) of less than 4, New York 
and Brooklyn a Hale over 2, and New 
Orleans, which depends mainly on rain 
water for drinking, less than 2. 


"Compare again with these figures the 


death rate of some Euvopean cities—Glasgow, 
with the pure water of Loch Kairine, has 
only 2 per 10,000 ; Dresden and Vienna, 
using ground water, less than 1. Of still 
greater significance, however, is a compari- 
son with cities dependent for their water 
supply on polluieu1 streams, which are 
filtered through sand before the water ia 
delivered to the consumer. Berlin, using

the filtered water of the Havel and Spree, 
has a death rate of 0.9; Brcsl'au, filtered 
Oder water, 1.1. and London, using mainly 


waier of the Thames and Lea 


« WOBKJNG OF THE FILTER. 


"The elementary idea of a filter is > 


porous medium in which the pores are 
smaller than the substance to be removed. 
Such niters we liave in some natural sand- 
stones and in unglazed porcelain. 
But 


niters of this character would be too slow in 
their action for a city's supply, altnough 
they do very well for household use. Now 
the object of filtering a water which has 
been polluted by sewage is to remove the 
bacteria or germs of disease, and these are 
infinitely small compared with the spaces in 
an ordinary sand filter. How is it then 
that a filter can remove them? When a 
Biter has been in use for some time we find 
it is more efficient in removing bacteria than 
when the sand is new and clean. When the 
water which goes on to the filter contains 
say, many thousand bacteria to the culjic 
centimetre, the effluent water often contains 
none. So the fact is that they are removed. 
Now if we examine the sand we find that in 
the first quater of an inch the bacteria are 
present by the million and that tho number 
rapidly decreases as we go downwards, and 
that at the depth of a foot there are very 
few. 
The work of the filter is mainly done 


in the upper three or four inches. Here the 
bacteria are intercepted, partly by the fine 
layer of vegetable matter wiih which the 
surface of the filler becomes coated, and by 
the slimy surfaces of the sand grains. Of 
course, in time many of the bacteria die in 
an unfavorable environment, but the fact 
that we are most interested in is that live 
ones do not get through the filter. On this 
we have the proof of bac.'eriological analysis 
of tlie effluent and also the effect on the 
health of the community. People who are 
satisfied with a prior reasoning and do not 
care for facts, claim that since a filter re- 
moves filth and disease germs it must 
necessarily in time foul the water which 
passes throujh it. 
Now it is a. well known 


fact that an old filter is more efficacious 
than a new one, and it Las also been re- 
peatedly shown that surface water contain- 
ing air in solution does not become con- 
taminated by passing slowly through a sand 
filter whose upper layers are full of dirt;

WHAT FJLT11AT10N WILL ACCOMPLISH. 


''This certainly seems conclusive as to 


actual disease-causing- properties of sewage 
polluted water, and aljo tho possibility of 
purifying such water and making it fit for 
use by filtration. Let me add another case 
nearer home. 
The city of Lawrence, Mass., 


had up to September, 1893, the highest 
typhoid rate of all the cities of Massachu- 
setts—nearly three times the average of 
other cities in Massachusetts. 
Its water 


was obtained from the Merrimac river after 
it liad received, directly or indirectly, the 
sewage of Concord, Manchester und Nashua, 
in New Hampshire, and Fitchbuig, Clinton 
and T.nwelL in Massachusetts.. Since Sep^_ 
tember, 1893, this river water has been 
slowly filtered through a bed of sand and the 
typhoid death-rate at once fell to the average 
of other cilies in the Stale having a pure 
water supply. 
This is a simple statement of 


fact; it is more, it is a statement of cause 
and efl'ect. 


''The average number of deaths from ty- 


phoid for many years in Lawrence, from 
October 1o May, inclusive, had been 43. 
After the filter had been interposed between 
the river and the consumer the number of 
deaths fell in these months to 17, but of this 
number nine, it was positively known, drank 
unfiltered river water in the mills, which 
fairly reduces the number to eight—a de- 
crease for these months to 80 per cent. 
The 


deaths for 1894 were 24, from which number 
we may fairly deduct 12 cases known to have 
used unfiltered water in the mills, and four 
cases known to have contracted the disease 
elsewhere, leaving eight for the year. And 
in 1895 there were only 16 deaths. Eight 
of these persons were known to have used 
unfilteved river water, and two perso'ns to 
have contracted the disease elsewhere, leav- 
ing only six deaths for the year. This makes 
a death rate for Lawrence (a city of 61.500 
inhabitants) per 10,000 living of 1.6 for 
1894 and 1.2 for 1895, as against the former 
rate of 12. 


"And yet, in spite of this proof of the effi- 


ciency of sand filtration in removing the 
gertns of typhoid, cities like Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Albany, Pitlsburg, Allegheny and 
many others continue to drink sewage in 
their water, and thus wilfully sacrifice 
scores of lives every year. 


FILTRATION PRACTICALLY TESTED. 


''The sand filtration of water is not a r.ew 


thing that is on trial. 'It lias been used in 
England and Germany for 60 years and 
more. The process has been scientifically 
studied, and there is a large literature on 
the subject 
from engineering, chemical, 


biological and hygienic standpoints. 
Not 


only are polluted supplies regularly filtered, 
but good surface waters from comparatively 
uninhabited water sheds are also filtered to 
take away minute organisms, that the water 
may be delivered to the consumer in a clear 
and attractive form. 
A little over a year 


ago I visited the immense new reservoir 
formed by damming the Vyrnwy Valley, in 
Wales, to form an additional supply for 
Liverpool. 
This water is collected from a 


water shed in the Welsh Mountains almost 
entirely free of pollution. 'Yet this water is 
regularly filtered through sand before it is 
delivered to the citizens of Liverpool. 


"The Lawrence filter is 2J acres in extent, 


with a depth of fine sand of from three to 
five feet. 
It took seven or eight months to 


build, and cost about $65,000, and the cost 
of operating was in 1894 about $4000. Its 
rate of filtration is from 2,000,000 to 2,500,- 
000 gallons per acre daily. 
In general, it 


may be said that we should calculate an 
acre of filter surface for each 2,000,000 gal- 
lons of water filtered daily. This will allow 
of a rate of 2,500,000 as the actual rate, 
while a part of the filtering surface, which 
gradually becomes clogged, is being scraped. 
But this is a minimum rate. It is not im- 
probable, from Lawrence experiments, that 
a rate of 3,000,000 or 4,000,000 gallons per 
acre could be safely maintained. 
The rate 


of filtration after scraping is generally 
lowered during the first 24 hours, when the 


1 maximum rate can be resumed. 


THREE POSSIBLE REMEDIES. 


"Three courses are open to a city with a 


bad water supply: 


"1, 
To abandon the supply and get a 


pure one. 2. To remove the source of 
pollution. 3. To purify the water by filtra- 
tion. 
Whether or not Philadelphia can 


advantageously go to a distance for a pure 
water supply I do not now care to discuss, 
but its immediate need is to filter the supply 
it has. 


"Dr. Kedzie, for many years health officer 


of Michigan, once said forcibly and wittily, 
what we need in a water supply is 'inno- 
cence, not repentance,' and a belter standard 
and motto could not be claimed for a city's 
drinking water. 
But where a supply has 


irrevocably lost its innocence, surely its 
repentance and leformatiou is not to be 
despised. Hand in hand with this purifica- 
tion should go the prevention, as far as 


filters be not overtaxed. 
It is not wise and 


prudent to sin fieely in polluting a stream 
that the grace of purification may the more 
abound. 


''Perhaps some are thinking—'You have 


said nothing about the self-purification of 
streams,' which is supposed to be a potent 
factor in purifying and rendering innocuous 
organic pollution in water. 
This convenient 


theory is now an abandoned relic of the past. 
It is true streams do sometimes become 
purer in their onward flow by segmentation 
and by dilution. But the old notion of the 
potency of oxidation of orgaaicj matter has 
no significance to-day, since we now know 
that it is not the organic matter which is 
the leal danger, but the living germs, and 
these laugh at the idea that they are to be 
destroyed by aerating the water. It is 
simply a question, therefore, of the'term of 
life of these germs or of their spores, and we 
really know so little about this life tenure 
under different conditions that we cannot 
set any time limit to their activity. 


A COMPARISON WITH EUROPE. 


"We are ofter disposed to smile patroniz- 


ingly at the European cities, which use only 
40 to 60 gallons daily to the inhabitant, and 
point with pride to our lavish and luxurious 
use of 200 gallons and more. 
It is lavish, 


but it is not luxurious, for the greater part 
is waste. Are our streets cleaner than 
those of European cities ? Do we have as 
many public fountains? 
Compared, class 


with class, are we so much cleaner than 
they ? On the other hand, European cities 
say to us, It is true we do not waste as much 
water as you Americans, but our water is 
cleaner and purer, and we think your 
practices of drinking the water of rivers, 
which other cities and towns above you use 
as their sewer, is filthy and disgusting, and 
unworthy of a civilized and educated people. 
Is there any reply to be made to that? I 
know of none." 
"' 


The lecture was concluded with the ex- 


hibition of several lantern slides illustrating 
the pollution of streams and the purification 
effected by 
filtration. 
* 


—In a recent decision by Judge Clayton, 


as to sidewalks, he said : "The owner of 
real estate also owns the sidewalk in front 
of his property, subject to the right of 
pedestrians to use it for traveling back and 
forward, but outside of this he owns the 
sidewalk as any other part of his property. 
It cannot be used for roller skating or any 
other purpose without his consent. If it is, 
he should at first order to leave, and if they 
resist he may use as much force as is neces- 
sary to remove them, but no more." 


Dean Hole Liked Thl.. 


In liis book, "A Little Tour in America," 


Dean Hole, of Rochester, England, quotes 
with unction many specimens of what he 
regards as typical American humor. 
When 


he was in Cincinnati the thing that most 
impressed him was the following bit of dog- 
gerel, which he heard recited in that city: 


Little Willie from his mirror

reducing both freight and smelter charges 
enormously. These machines are now be- 
ing built in Denver for test use at Cripple 
Creek. 
But even with present methods

these places, as well as of Colorado Springs, 
and Cripple Creek, furnish financial facili- 
ties that were undreamed of in the early 
days.

NIAGAEA'S ICE BRIDGE. 


Extend! to the Cave of the Winds, the 


Stairway Having Boon Destroyed. 


Tho "dry" 
condition of the Niagara 


falls recently was such that under tho 
guidance of John Barlow, the Cave of the 
Winds guide, a party of 80 men made an 
exploration of tho Cave of tbo Winds, tho 
like of whioh was never made before. The 
cave oould be reached only on the remark- 
able ice formation, the bridges and stair- 
ways heretofore in use having been crush- 
ed to pieces. 


The cave prc&ontmJ a remarkable appear- 


ance. In some places tho iue formed on 
tho rooks towered 00 to 80 feet above the 
hoada of the spectators. Instead of the 
Immense volume of water ordinarily com- 
ing over, there was scarcely more than a 
mist. 


From this spot, whioh is within the cir- 


cle of the Horseshoe falls, the party walk- 
ed on the ice bridge directly before the 
American falls and within full sweep of it, 
following almost tbo line of the course 
taken by the Maid of the Mist steamer in 
the navigation season. 


This is the first time that the bridge 


has been known to extend HO far east, and 
no one has been known to have traveled 
over the routa taken.—New York Sun. ' 


EAEE GOLD COINS. 


Five Dollar Pieces From the Dablonega 


Mint Sent to Waahlngton. 


Five rare coins were received at the 


treasury department In payment of n small 
allotment of the recently issued 4 per oenc 
bonds. 
They are five »6 goldpieces, dated 


from 1842 to 1847, and are stamped with 
a"D,"the mark of the old Dahlonega 
mint, in Georgia. 


This mint was seized by the Confeder- 


ates at the outbreak of the war, In 1861, 
and gold coin to tho amount of $27,000 
was confiscated. The five pieces received 
were bright and now and of full standard 
weight, showing no sign of wear or abra- 
alon. 
Thny have evidently been carefully 


stored away ever since their issue, and 
probably never have been In general circu- 
lation. 


It Is possible they formed part of the 


gold confiscated by tho Confederates In 
1861. Although the Dahloiiega mint was 
In operation from 1888 to 18(H and had a 
total output of 40,000,000 in gold, few of 
Its coins ore In circulation. 


Some Freak Legislation. 


The nen ost freak bill in the New Jersey 


legislature has been proposed by Richard 
Hutohinson, a farmer of Hlllsboro, a little 
village near Now Brunswick. He has nev- 
er been in the legislature, but he Is im- 
pressed with tho poverty of laws to aid In 
maintaining and improving the township 
schools. His bill In ontitlnd "An act to 
assist in populating the township school 
districts of New Jersey." 


Tbe first section provides that on and 


after Jan. 1, 1S07, there shall be paid from 
tho treasury of tho state to the collectors of 
the townships for this purpose 826 for the 
parents of tho first child born In said 
township after that date, the payment to 
bo made when the child is 8 months old 
and a doctor certifies that it is in good 
physical condition. Fifty dollars is to be 
paid for tho second child born after that 
date in each family, $75 for the third, $100 
for the fourth, and contiriulug tho same 
ratio until tlio twelfth child, all children 
being subject to tho same conditions as 
named in the first.

NOT DEAD UNTIL BURIED. 


Nubar Pasha's Twenty Mile Bide With a 


Japanese Prince's Corpse. 


Among the queerest features of court 


etiquette of the old world are those in con- 
nection with royal and imperial deaths. 
This is vividly brought homo to ono by 
the grim circumstances surrounding tho 
demise of the Japanese imperial prince 
and field marshal, Kitashirakawa, who 
succumbed to fever while In command of 
the mikado's army of occupation in the is- 
land of Formosa. 


Japanese court etiquette requires that 


no publication or official intimation of tho 
death of a member of the reigning family 
ahall be made until after the celebration 
of certain mortuary ceremonies in his or 
her own palace. 


The dead prince was, therefore, brought 


all the way back from Formosa to Tokyo 
as a live man. The general order announc- 
ing his departure to the troops under his 
command in Formosa bore his signature, 
or what purported to be such, 


Tho man of war that bore bis corpse to 


the Japanese naval arsenal and seaport of 
Yokosuka flew no emblem of mourning at 
Its masthead; meals wore served In the 
cabin where the dead prince lay, and the 
military and naval daily reports were 
made to his deaf oars every morning and 
evening, just as were ho alive. 


On arrival at Yokosuka he wns disem- 


barked and received with naval and mili- 
tary honors as if ho had been alive, and his 
corpse, arrayed in the uniform of field 
marshal, was seated in a salon carriage on 
the railroad, his staff taking their places 
around him. 


Arriving at Tokyo, he was conveyed not 


to a hearse, but to an ordinary coupe, seat- 
ed in which ho was driven to his palace, 
and it was only on the following day that 
the public and official announcement of 
his demise was made.—Boston Globe.

vessel under his foct.

have hoen slowed down tbero is a startling 
revelation ol' tho onurgy of motion. 
This 


energy can nlso bo accurately calculated 
with tho aid of mathematical formulas, 
nnd the tlmo and distance within which 
the motion can bo totally arrested and tho 
ship bo brought to n stand mny bo nscor- 
tnlnod in a similar manner. • This calcu- 
lation has recently boon made for several 
well known ships.
